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Against the Chorus, but for the Movement

Many young people in the last few 
years have started to accept a quite 
persuasive, but extremely dangerous, 
idea — one that many people in the 
right wing of this country dearly hope 
they will believe. This is the idea that 
something very special, once known as 
the “Movement,” is all over. 

There are at least three points about 
this issue that should be restated loud 
and clear: 

The “Movement,” first of all — what- 
ever news reports might seem to say — 
is not something that “began,” like a 
mushroom popping up after a rain- 
storm, one day back in 1960 or in 1963 
and ended in 1972 when Richard Nix- 
on told us it was time to give up our 
conscience and go back to class. 

The whole idea of social struggle, 
whether it is called a “rent strike,” 
“protest action,” “student boycott,” 
“union battle” or full-fledged “rebel- 
lion,” started long before the 1960's. 
Few of us ever got a chance in public 
school to hear about the major labor- 
union battles of the early 1900's. Few 
students ever hear about the genuine 
labor leaders of the working poor. 
Fewer, still, ever have the opportunity 
to read about the first authentic grass- 
roots labor movement in the United 
States — the 1.W.W. — or “the Wob- 
blies.” 

All the better reason, then, that we 
establish, here and now, that what 
some people call the “Movement” is 
not something that began ten, twelve 
or fifteen years ago and died of weari- 
ness in 1972. The principle of per- 


manent struggle in the cause of justice 
goes back, in this nation, to the 
women organizers of the Massachu- 
setts mills, to Emma Goldman, Big Bill 
Haywood, Woodie Guthrie and Joe 
Hill — and, in an earlier era, Wendell 
Phillips, Frederick Douglass, Theodore 
Parker, Garrison, Thoreau. It is essential 
that we do not let the television net- 
works, textbook corporations or the 
daily press deny us our real heritage of 
struggle and revolt. 

A second point is that the reckless 
statement heard so often nowadays, 
that “kids are quiet in all sections of 
the nation,” is, in literal terms, not so. | 
have visited and talked at length with 
kids, at something like 200 colleges 
and high schools in the last five years. 
In some cases, students are supporting 
the farm workers. In others, they are 
fighting for the rights of women. In 
others still, they stand up in support of 
ethical teachers who have been im- 
properly suspended or expelled. 

The truth is not that students are less 
active than they were in 1964. The 
truth is — they are far more active, but 
in battles far less grandoise and less 
flamboyant. 

This leads to the final point: To a 
large degree, the press not only tells 
about the truth, but also makes it so. If 
television keeps saying that the kids 
are “quiet” now, thousands of students 
start to say, “| guess it must be so.” If 
Time devotes a cover story, as they did 
a few years back, to seomthing they 
designate “The Cooling of America,” 
thousands of students respond, under- 


standably, by saying to each other: 
“Well, | guess we must be cooling 
down.” The point is that it isn’t true 
unless we want it to be true. If the 
editors of Time attempt to tell us 
things are “cooling down,” it’s in our 
power to “heat things up” — and prove 
it isn’t so. 

The student scene (the “mood on 
campus,” as reporters like to say) isn’t 
something long ago and far away, con- 
gealed in heaven and decided on tele- 
vision. Editors in New York don’t know 
any more about the ‘student scene” 
than do the squirrels in New Hamp- 
shire. The only people anywhere who 
know the student scene are those who 
are the student scene. 

History is not something that is done 
to you or me. History is made by men 
and women. It will be changed by men 
and women too, if it is ever changed at 
all. If there is a battle to be fought 
against racism, hunger, war and sick- 
ness and the exploitation of the poor, 
it is a battle which depends upon the 
solidarity of young and old, of black 
and brown and white, of rebel rich and 
devastated poor, right here and now in 
our own hour, in our own nation, by 
our own energy, exhilaration — and our 
nerve. 

We can be exiles from the transfor- 
mation of an unjust social order, or we 
can step forward in the vanguard of an 
army of nonviolent rebellion. The 
choice does not belong to men and 
women who create the news and cut 
the tapes at CBS and NBC. 

The choice belongs to you and me.

Planning for the future is always a 
difficult task.

Jerry Flanagan, in his short five years 
at St. Michael’s College, has been ac- 
tively involved in the Leap Program 
and the Human Potential Labs. He has 
been moderator of the senate and a 
coach for the football team.

Next year, 1979, Saint Michael’s College will 
be celebrating its Diamond Jubilee. Seventy- 
four years ago the college was educating its 
first class. The fare consisted of religion, the 
classics, and “commercial” as it was then 
called — business subjects. The students 
ranged in age from junior high school to col- 
lege, but they were all under the same stern 
discipline that characterized the lifestyle of the 
college in those days. 

Things have changed a good deal since then. 
Over the years Saint Michael’s has grown from 
some two dozen youngsters to a sophisticated 
liberal arts institution with a 1500 under- 
graduate enrollment, with a sizable graduate 
division and with an International Student Pro- 
gram teaching more than 400 foreign students 
a year in the English language. 

Nevertheless, though the setting has 
changed — the goals have not.

The '77 — 78 scholastic year saw 
Alliot, finally, used as the Student 
Center. Designed to be a student 
center, it took eighteen years before 
Alliot fully reached its potential.

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Alcohol 
Awareness 
Week 


It was a community concern, expressed by 
both students and staff, about the way alcohol 
was being used on the St. Michael’s College 
campus which initiated the formation of the Al- 
cohol Awareness Task Force in January, 1977. 

A survey conducted by the Health Services, and 
a more in depth study conducted later by the 
Sociology Department reinforced the Task Force’s 
opinion that an Alcohol Education Program could 
be very useful in our college community. 

The Task Force, composed of interested stu- 
dents, faculty and staff, developed as its goal, the 
planning and implementation of a program to 
inform the college community about alcohol. 

Alcohol Awareness Week 1977, combining 
serious educational seminars with educational 
offerings was the program choice. Activities were 
planned, not to preach or moralize, but to pro- 
vide accurate information, offer alternatives to 
alcohol abuse, and to heighten awareness that 
alcohol can be enjoyed through mature, in- 
telligent use. 

A $3000.00 grant from the Vermont Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Division helped to finance the week 
and subsequent activities. 

Some of the programs offered were: Demon- 
stration of Effect of Alcohol on Motor Ability, Zaf 
Bludevich, College Trainer; Lecture “Physiological 
and Psychological Aspects of Drinking”, Dr. John 
Hartnett, Biology Professor; “Alcohol and Nutri- 
tion”, Dr. Richard DiLorenzo, Biology Professor; 
“Social and Historical Aspects of Drinking’, Dr. 
Vincent Bolduc; “How at Rish Am | of Becoming 
an Alcoholic?” Howard Mental Health;- Natural 
Highs or Alternatives to Drinking (meditation, 
snowshoeing, downhill skiing, sailing, rock climb- 
ing, winemaking, winetasting); CRASH sponsored 
drinking and driving demonstration.

In 1969, the residents of a large area in Vermont’s Chitten- FI re 
den County had considerably inadequate emergency medical 
services. This area included the Saint Michael’s College dq 
campus. When a Saint Michael’s College student died on the an 


North Campus Athletic Field, a few concerned Saint Michael’s 
College community members felt his death was due to a lack R 

of immediate and qualified emergency services. These mem- eCSCUue 
bers, along with Donald R. Sutton, began Saint Michael’s 
Rescue. Within a year these members purchased a fire truck 
and the birth and growth of Saint Michael’s Fire Department 
began. Today Saint Michael’s Fire Department responds to 
approximately 1200 fire and rescue calls each year. 

The Department is divided into the Fire Unit and the Rescue 
Unit. The Fire Unit functions as a Battalion of the Colchester 
Center Volunteer Fire Company. Last year the unit answered 
nearly 100 fire calls in service to the college campus, the town 
of Colchester, and mutual aid for surrounding communities. 
All members must complete a twenty-five hour fire apprentice 
school as well as a four month probationary period before 
they can take part in actual firefighting. The unit drills on a 
regular basis with Colchester Center, and many members 
attend special training weekends trhoughout the state.
